ME,  A  GAY  ASIAN? 

asks  Xu  Jinguor 

The  other  day  someone  asked  what  it  means  to  be  a  gay  Asian,  i  couidn’t  really  answer 
his  question  because  I  could  hardly  tell  what  it  means  for  me  to  be  a  gay  Asian.  Let  me 
explain. 


In  the  old,  old  days  of  Madame  Butterfly,  a 
period  of  innocent  racial  politics,  there  was 
simple  test  to  see  if  a  person  were  a  gay 
Asian.  He  would  try  and  answerthe  following 
questions:  a)  Do  you  have  a  smooth  body:  b) 
Do  you  think  you  have  a  small  cock?  c)  Are 
you  loyal  and  studious?  d)  Do  you  adore  white 
guys?  These  were  the  basic  qualities  “rice 
queens”  looked  for  in  gay  Asians.  The  person 
would  get  extra  points  if  he  had  petite  build 
and  spoke  English  with  an  accent. 

“Rice  queen”  you  ask?  You  see,  gay  Asia  and 
their  admirers  liked  to  refer  to  ethnic  sexual 
preferences  by  identifying  the  food.  Hence,  if 
you  were  white  and  you  like  Asians  exclu¬ 
sively,  you  were  a  “rice  queen”  if  you  were 
Asian  and  liked  white  guys  exclusively,  you 
were  a  “potato  queen”. 

Nowadays,  such  stereotypes  are  no  long  ap¬ 
propriate  oracceptable.  There  are  now  Asians 
of  all  colours,  sizes  and  shapes  indeed,  there 
always  were.  There  are  no  longer  just  rice 
queens  and  potato  queen  there  is  now  “sticky 
rice”  -  Asians  who  like  only  Asians. 

You  can’t  tell  the  quality  of  the  meal  by  its 
description  on  the  menu  any  more.  If  you  can 
follow  the  logic  of  this,  you  can  really  have 
feast. 

Such  variety  means  gay  Asians  can  no  long 
be  pigeon-holed.  But  we  still  have  to  answer 


the  question  of  who  are  we  are.  When  I  try 
think  of  the  role  models  we  can  identify  with, 
the  only  gay  Asians  I  can  think  of  are  closet 
singers  and  actors  from  Hong  Kong.  Their 
lifestyles,  however,  are  hardly  admirable.  Then 
there  is  Mishima,  who  committed  seppuku  in 
the  most  public  fashion.  But  I  am  not  sure  that 
melodrama  or  self-destruction  sets  a  good 
example. 

In  this  enlightened  age  of  politic  correctness 
we  have  to  be  more  analytic  and  precise.  Let's 
try  to  examine  what  it  means  to  be  a  gay  Asian 
in  two  parts  -  Asian-ness  and  gayness. 

Firstly,  looking  at  Asian-ness,  an  ethnic  Chi¬ 
nese  from  Hong  Kong  -  who  considers  himself 
white.  He  hangs  out  with  white  people  mostly. 
He  dresses  like  them,  talks  like  them,  thinks 
like  them  and  believes  he  is  one  of  them.  Then 
I  know  this  white  guy  who  hangs  out  with 
Asians  all  the  time  and  even  though  he  is  not 
accepted  as  Asian,  he  identifies  himself  with 
them. 

The  question  I  put  to  you  is:  “Am  I  Asia 
because  others  identify  me  as  such,  or  is  it 
because  I  think  of  myself  as  Asian?”  I  am  no 
sure  if  being  Asian  depends  on  place  of  birth 
skin  colour  or  cultural  identity.  You  can  see 
why  I  am  confused.  Where  I  hang  out,  ski 
colour  is  the  most  important  qualification  to  be 
considered  Asian.  It  doesn’t  matterwhere  you 
were  born  orwhatyourcuitural  identity  is.  This 
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strikes  me  as  racist.  My  politically  cortBct 
friends,  however,  tell  me  it’s  simply  an  avenue 
of  empowerment. 

Looking  at  Gayness,  I  suppose  in  order  to  be 
gay  I  have  to  admit  to  being  a  practising 
homosexual.  I  wonder,  when  I  am  going 
through  a  dry  spell  and  have  not  been  practis¬ 
ing  for  some  time,  if  I  am  then  only  a  “latent 
homosexual”?  To  be  gay  you  need  to  do  more 
than  just  engage  in  homosexual  acts.  You 
need  to  be  part  of  a  gay  community,  share  the 
gay  consciousness,  or  at  least  identify  your 
homosexual  activities  as  a  “lifestyle”. 

But  then  a  lifestyle  is  such  a  vague  concept  to 
start  with  anyway.  It  could  mean  staying  home 
partying  with  friends  or  cruising  tea-rooms 
[“Public  Toilets”  -  Editor].  To  develop  a  gay 
consciousness  you  need  to  participate  in  some 
gay  community  activities,  such  as  going  to 
Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Day,  reading  gay 
literature,  browsing  in  gay  bookshops,  sing¬ 
ing  with  Gay  Men’s  Chorus,  or  at  least  donat¬ 
ing  to  a  gay  cause. 

The  problem  with  generalising  is  that  you  are 
bound  to  be  wrong.  So  why  am  I  engaging  in 
this  exercise  of  stereotyping?  As  gay  Asians 
we  need  to  find  a  collective  consciousness  to 
bind  us  together.  This  will  empower  us  to  act 
as  a  group  to  fight  the  oppressions  of  the 
predominantly  white  culture.  This  kind  of  rea¬ 
soning  sounds  impressive  even  to  me.  But  no, 

I  don’t  belong  to  Queer  Nation;  nor  do  I  wish 
to. 

Having  done  all  this  soul-searching,  I  have 
come  up  with  an  idea  for  a  new  test  to  see  if  a 
person  is  a  gay  Asian.  Try  answering  the 
following  questions:  a)  Do  you  identify  your 
homosexual  activities  as  a  lifestyle?  b)  Do  you 
have  an  appropriate  tint  to  your  skin  colour  or 
cultural  activity?  c)  Have  you  ever  been  to  a 


karaoke  party,  or  seen  Asian  men  in  drag?  d) 
Are  you  a  member  of  a  gay  Asian  organisa¬ 
tion? 

If  you  answered  “yes”  to  all  four  questions, 
then  you  are  indeed  a  full-fledged  Gaysian, 
short  for  gay  Asian.  If  you  scored  three  out  of 
four,  you  are  a  closeted  Gaysian  -all  you  need 
to  do  is  come  out.  If  you  scored  two  out  of  four, 
you  are  a  latent  Gaysian  and  must  practice 
more.  If  you  scored  one  out  of  four,  you  are  an 
honorary  Gaysian  -  also  be  sure  to  volunteer 
to  sing  at  the  next  karaoke  party.  And  if  you 
scored  less  than  one,  i.e.  zero,  there  is  still 
hope  if  you  work  hard  at  it. 

Now  that  I  have  resolved  my  identity  as  a  gay 
Asian,  i  can  get  back  to  a  Michael  Jackson 
make-over  and  wait  for  someone  to  come 
along  and  ask  me  what  it  means  to  be  black!

People  wishing  to  have  the 
test  will  only  be  seen  on  an  appointment  basis 
on  a  Tuesday  or  Thursday  evening,  this  will 
allow  adequate  time  for  those  wishing  to  be 
tested  to  discuss  their  reasons  and  to  receive 
counselling  from  the  professional  staff. 

Results  of  the  test  (about  1 0  days)  will  not  be 
given  outoverthe  phone  as  an  important  part 
of  the  test  is  counselling  whether  or  not  one  is 
found  to  be  HIV  positive.

‘normal’. 

Many  complain  of  police  harassment  and  the 
fact  that  without  gay  bars  and  clubs,  gays  are 
forced  to  cruise  public  parks  and  toilets  for 
partners,  under  constant  threat  of  arrest.

These  are  commonly  called  STD  clinics  in  other  countries.  STD  stands  for  sexually 
transmitted  diseases.  Also  called  VD  (venereal  diseases),  after  Venus  the  goddess  of  love. 


I  visited  one  of  these  clinics  and  spoke  to  a  Mr. 
Chan,  a  Mr.  Ching  and  a  Dr  Wong.  It  took  me 
some  time  to  explain  that  I  didn’t  have  any¬ 
thing  wrong  with  me  - 1  was  just  doing  an 
article  for  Contacts  Magazine. 

I  must  say  they  could  not  have  been  more 
helpful,  showing  me  around  the  clinic,  ex¬ 
plaining  in  a  very  simple  yet  clear  way  the 
work,  both  In  terms  of  curing  and  prevention, 
that  they  are  doing. 

Whilst  I  was  there  I  met  a  guy  I  knew- Simon, 
not  his  real  name,  after  the  initial  embarrass¬ 
ment  -  both  for  him  and  me  we  got  talking. 
Simon  confirmed  that  all  the  staff  were  very 
helpful  and  treated  everyone  like  human  be¬ 
ings  and  not  numbers. 

Another  thing  I  liked  was  the  pains  the  staff 
went  to  explain  they  do  not  make  moral  judge¬ 
ment  about  people  or  their  lifestyle. 

The  overall  impression  I  came  away  with  was 
anyone  needing  to  use  the  services  of  these 
clinics  could  do  so  in  the  certain  knowledge 
that  they  would  get  first  class  treatment  free, 
in  a  highly  -  confidential  environment  with  fully 


trained  staff  who  know  and  care  about  their 
job  and  patients.  It  is  also  worth  mentioning 
that  medications  also  free  -  and  they  gave  me 
a  handful;  of  condoms  as  I  was  leaving  -  just 
in  case  you  do,  they  said! 

Don’t  feel  ashamed  or  embarrassed  if  you 
need  to  go  -  the  friendly  staff  are  there  to  help 
you! 

Of  course  the  message  is  always  play  well  but 
play  safe  -  that  way  you  won’t  have  to  visit 
these  clinics. 

Pat  on  the  back  for  the  HK  Government  in 
general  and  these  clinics  in  particular. 

And  remember  there  is  not  cure  for  AIDS  so 
wear  that  condom  ifyou’re  going  to  have  anal 
or  oral  sex!

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Japan 

to  Open  Borders 


Recently,  a  Tokyo  hotel  cancelled  a  reser¬ 
vation  by  Sean  Duque,  a  US  singer  in  town 
to  attend  an  AIDS  symposium,  because  he 
has  AIDS.  As  a  result  of  the  brouhaha  over 
the  incident,  the  health  and  welfare  ministry  of 
japan  issued  a  directive  to  hotels  and  inns 
nation-wide,  strongly  advising  proprietors  to 
refrain  from  refusing  to  accommodate  people 
with  H I V/AI DS.  the  directive  warns  that  propri¬ 
etors  who  fail  to  comply  will  be  dealt  with 
strictly.  (In  Japan, this  type  ofdirective,  known 
as  “administrative  guidance”  has  the  force  of 
law.) 

Previously,  the  ministry  verbally  notified  pro¬ 
prietors  thatsuchdiscrimination  is  not  permis¬ 
sible  because  the  virus  is  not  transmitted 
through  casual  contact.  The  ministry  said  that 
it  was  concerned  about  future  disputes  be¬ 
tween  hotel  and  people  with  AIDS,  especially 
since  the  10th  annual  international  confer¬ 
ence  on  AIDS  will  be  held  in  Yokohama  in 
August  1994.  About  10,000  people  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  participate  in  the  conference,  in¬ 
cluding  several  hundred  with  HIV/AIDS. 

The  publicity  that  the  ministry  has  given  this 
event  indicates  that  the  Japanese  Govern¬ 
ment  will  not  make  the  same  mistake  that  was 
made  by  the  US  Immigration  and  Naturalisa¬ 
tion  Service.
